Sept. 8 .—One police of¬ 
ficer was killed and three persons 
wounded, two perhaps fatally, early to¬ 


day in gun fight* with two unidenti¬ 
fied negroes. National guardsmen were 
mobilised from two counties to assist 
posses in hunting the negroes. 

The man killed was Robert Preeman. 
chief of the Olynn County police. 

The wounded are R. Anderson of the 
Darien police. John Plaher. a Darien 
resident, and Deputy Sheriff J. H. Col¬ 
lins of McIntosh County. 

Anderson and Collins, esch shot 
three times, were reported ln a danger¬ 
ous condition. 

Anderson said he lied sought to ar¬ 
rest the negroes as suspicious charact¬ 
ers when they approached a Darien 
bank about midnight. In a scuffle he 
was wounded. Posses trailed the 
negroes to a swamp near the city, 
where the other shooting was done. 

Later the negroes were believed sur¬

'T’HE SPECIAL SESSION OF PARLIA- 

I meat which began to-day has been called in 
pursuance of Mr. Bennett's specific pledge to end 
unemployment by parliamentary action. It is ex¬ 
pected that the Moose will complete its labors within 
two weeks, after, which the Prime Minister and two 
of his colleagues will leave for London to attend the 
Imperial and Economic Conferences. 

During the recent election campaign Mr. Bennett 
and his supporters placed the blame for Canada's 
unemployment problem on the King government. That 
government got no credit at all for the prosperity that 
immediately preceded the depression which set in 
about twelve months ago. The people were told that 
if work was to be provided for the idle. Mr. Bennett 
must be elected to office. "Elect me." he said, "and 
I will end unemployment." Mr. Bennett's opportun¬ 
ity now has arrived. < 

It is noteworthy, however, that no sooner had the 
new government moved in at Ottawa than several of 
its members discovered that the unemployment prob¬ 
lem was not a problem peculiar to Canada, but was 
part of a world condition. Mr. Bennett and his sup¬ 
porters knew all this before the flection, of course, 
but they carefully avoided any admission of the fact. 
Their one object was to drive it into the heads of the 
Canadian people that the King government had been 
pursuing policies which had produced this unfortunate 
situation—and they accomplished their purpose in n 
fairly decisive way. 

Recognizing that it was one thing to promise to 
end unemployment and quite another thing to make 
good the promise, the new government and its news- 
jsaper supporters have been careful to explain that the 
session which began at Ottawa to-day had been called 
to “deal" with unemployment. There is a difference 
between "ending" unemployment and "dealing" with 
unemployment. The people of Canada will judge 
the new government by its deeds, not by its promises.

Apart from the fact that New Zealand amended 
her automobile tariff after the Bennett government 
took office, not before. The Telegram’s belated com¬ 
plaint is too silly for words. As an eastern contem¬ 
porary reminds this Toronto supporter of the new 
administration, if there was one subject on which 
Mr. Bennett was more emphatic than on any other, it 
was New Zealand butter: "not a pound of the ac¬ 
cursed stuff was to be allowed to enter Canada to 
the ‘destruction’ of our dairy industry." 

It was obvious, of course, that the New Zealand 
government did not expect any reversal of policy on 
the part of Canada under an administration headed 
by Mr. Bennett. But the serious thing as far as the 
Canadian motor car industry is concerned—with ad¬ 
ditional unemployment in prospect—is that the pro¬ 
tests now being made are too late.

NO POLFTICS IN THE C.N.R. 


I N A LENGTHY LEADING ARTICLE YES- 

Icrday the morning paper recommended that 
Parliament have more direct control o( the operation! 
of the Canadian National Railway!. As the direc¬ 
tor! of thii system now have to go to Parliament for 
the money required for ill operation.-what our con¬ 
temporary evidently wants is the government to run 
the railroad, thus disposing of Sir Henry Thornton 
and hit board of directors. 

This, of course, would throw the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways into party politics to its complete be¬ 
devilment. not to Apeak of the resultant bedevilment 
of the country. The inevitable outcome of such a sit¬ 
uation would be a transportation monopoly under 
private auspices. 

The people of Canada would vigorously—if not 
violently—resent any attempt by Parliament to de¬ 
bauch their railrdkd by dragging it into party politics as 
a preliminary to its sale to private interests at bargain 
counter prices. No government which tried this 
manoeuvre Would last longer than it would take the 
electorate to kick it so far into oblivion that it could 
not be seen with Dr. Plaskett's big telescope. Par¬ 
liament has ample power to protect the public interest 
in a financial sense now, and. where necessary, should 
exercise it. But the actual conduct of the system itself 
should be continued outside the field of political in¬ 
terference.

He 
demanded a full national government, responsible only 
to the people of India, and with the right to lecede 
at any time from the British Empire. 

In addition to theae main point!, the proposal stip¬ 
ulated as follows: That the govern m ent should have 
full control of defence forces as.well as full economic 
control; that it be given the right to refer to an in¬ 
dependent tribunal such British claims and concoaifni, 
including the Indian public debt, aa seemed to them 
unjust; that political prisoners not found guilty of 
violence should be released, their confiscated property 
restored, and any fines paid be refunded; that vil¬ 
lage office* who resigned with the start of the civil 
reslstmce’movement and were dismissed, should be 
reinstated if they so desired; that all special restrain¬ 
ing ordinances be repealed. If the Viceroy had ac¬ 
cepted these terms, Gandhi would have called off the 
disobedience programme in general; but with the un¬ 
derstanding that the illicit manufacture of salt and the 
picketing of foreign cloth and liquor shops were to 
continue. The Mahatma agreed, however, that no 
more raids upon government salt depots would be 
organized. 

Few were optimistic enough to expect the first 
attempt to reach an agreement would be successful. 
The history of the Irish question is a grim reminder 
of the difficulties that will have to be overcome before 
the conflict between the British view and the Indian 
view can be disposed of. Gandhi probably was not 
in the least surprised when informed that the Viceroy 
had rejected hit demands. But it was hardlv likely 
he would begin his peace overtures with anything lest 
than the maximum he would prefer. He trill want 
to bargain and whittle down only when there it no 
other course open to him. Hit proposal, however, is not 
as drastic as might have been expected. The demand 
for complete independence apparently has been dropped 
from the nationalistic programme. 'True, 1 Gandhi 
arks for the right to secede from the British Empire 
if the people of India so wish. Such’ a decision would, 
of course, lie wholly with them once Dominion status

Find New Way 

Of Using Peat 


Much time and labor have been spent 
by Swedish technologist* in previous 
years upon the solution of the problem 
of the utilisation of peat in a more 
economical and titan dad industrial 
manner. 

So far, however, very little has been 
attained la the way of practical re¬ 
sult* but the research work has not 
been abandoned During the last 
couple of years the problem has been 
thoroughly Investigated at 8tranghult 
peat factory under the leadership of 
D. W. Berlin. This work has resulted 
In a couple of patents oovertng some 
new principles of the manufatcturlng 
process and finally they have suc¬ 
ceeded In placing the matter In a new 
and more promising condition; 

To obtain the raw material they 
make use of the so-called hydro-peat 
procedure, which was developed In 
Russia about 30 years ago by a Swedish 
chemist, and which la still in use there, 
as well aa In some other countries. 
The peat mass is loosened from the 
bog ground by spraying with strong 
water JeU, and is pumped to the 
factory in tha form of a thin pulp 
One advantage of this method Is that 
the loose-sprayed peat mam can be 
stored la the bog during the winter, 
thus making It possible to secure s 
sufficient supply of raw material fo# 
continuous working of the factory 
during the netlre year 

The peat pulp In the factory la sub¬ 
jected to a wet carbonisation process, 
according to the principles patented 
by the inventors. Thte major part of 
the water la removed by a centrifuging 
and. by a special method, the remainder 
Is evaporated to contain a residua: 
water oontent of 10 per cent. 

The resulting product is excellently 
suited for briquetting or eventually tt 
may be burned direct In the form of 
powder. Developments along theae 
lines should be of particular interest 
to the peat districts of Ontario and
